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PREFACE 


ADER. 


Courteous Reader, 


TT is th' Opinion of many, that there are 
too many Scholars bred in this Land and 
if they mean ſuch as deſign to live by their 
Learning, particularly thoſe, who take Holy 
Orders, I am of their Mind too, yet it is rare, 
that an Ingenious and Learned Man mifſſes of 
due Encouragement, JI am fure, *tis a Pity he 
ſhould, and altho' not of the Miniftry, he may 
nevertheleſs be uſeſul in his Generacion , in 
one Station or another, and oftentimes attain 
to greater Preferment than many. of tie Cler- 
gy do: But this relates to a higher Sphere of 
Learning, and dorh not touch that more gene- 
ral and neceſlary Part, viz. School-Learning, 
Without 
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without the Help whereof, few Men ever 
thoroughly underſtand the Uſe of their Mother- 
Tongne, or ever learn any Foreign Language 
well; there are indeed many Schools erected for 
that Purpoſe, many ſpend the greateſt Part of 
theirYouth inendeavouring to learna dead Lan- 
guage or Two, but moſt, after the Loſs of ſo 
much Precious Time, beſides a vaſt Expence, 
are {till ſo far from obtaining their End, that 
we meet with, I am ſorry to fay it, many 
Merchants, Eminent Tradeſmen, and Subſtan- 
tial Houſe-keepers, Men in Publick Buſineſs, 
I had almoſt ſaid Magiſtrates, beſides the whole 
Female Sex, who through Want of a right E- 
ducation, can neither ſpeak, write, nor well 
underſtand good Engliſh. 

It is itrange, that after Eight or Ten Years 
ſpent at School, there ſhould be Cauſe for Pa- 
rents to complain, that their Children are little, 
or nothing the better fitted out for Buſineſs, or 
indeed enabled to underſtand what they read, 
or hear concerning their Souls Health, which 
ought above all Things to be well underſtood, 
and, be every ones Principal Care; a Defect, I 
fear too common as well to-the Adult and A- 
ged, as to thoſe of Younger Years. This Com- 

laint is of many Years ſtanding, and maugre 
all the Methocls publiſhed and practiſed by 
many, Eminent for their great Learning, Care 
and Induitry in th' Education of Youth, there 
is ſtil] great Cauſe for the ſame ;z to put a Stop 
thereto, as alſo to promote ſo publick a good, 
ſeveral worthy. Perſons, School-Maſters and o- 
thers, endeavecuring to facilitate the Entrance 
| into 
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into the Latin Tongue, haye furniſht the World 
with many Help:, Examination“, Tranſi3tions, 
"Keys, Hand-Maids, &c. all ſhewing the Uſe of 
Grammar, the gaſieſt and moſt ſpeedy Way of 
teaching the ſame; and to ſupply the general 
Want of Ability and Skill in many, who under- 
take th' Inſtruction of Youth : and ſtill little 
Progreſs is made in our Schools; every one is 
apt to think, that there is yet ſomething want- 
ing towards carry ing on that great Defign. I 
cannot but wonder, that one right Model, for 
the well breeding Children at the Latin School, 
ſhould not be agreed on, and appointed by our 
Nation, ſince there is one Univerſal Way ſo 
Jong agoe eſtabliſht, and obſerv'd throughout 
moſt of our Neighbouring Countries, who te2ch 
as much in oneYear, as many here do in Three, 
with a Quarter of the Trouble and Fatigue, 
either to themſelves, or their Scholars; where- 
as never was more Pains taken, and to leſs Pur- 
poſe, than in moſt of our Grammar Schools , 
aud the Cauſe hereof, is the want of a Method: 
one Man undertakes Five or Six Mens Buſi— 
neſs, tho' perhaps he may not have one Man's 
Subſiſtance, and therefore is oblig'd to take 
Children of all Ages, ſome in one Book, and o- 
thers in another, as many Scholars, ſo many 
different Leſſons, whereas no one is capable of 
teaching more than one Form, or Two at the 
moſt ; the former is Drudgery enough, but 
whoever underfakes Two Claſſes, muſt take 
great Pains indeed, if he means to acquit 
himſelf as he ought : whereas to begin wðwith 
one Claſs, and go thorough with that, till fir 
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for the Univerſity ( for 1 would have moft ſo 

aualificd z altl:o' 185 have no Thoughts of 
going ch er, ir would be a Pleaſure and 
Improve. to the Maſter, his Labour would 
then be thor h worthy of tecter Hire than 
3s uſnally alſo cd, and I am perſwaded- moſt 
would pay tor their Childrens Schooling with 
as much good, as now they do with ill Will, and I 
cannor wonder ar the'r unwillingneſs to part 
with their Moncy, for ſome had more Need 
to be allow'd Damage for their Childrens loſt 
Time; yet were their due Progreſs made, they 
would ve more Liberal, every one readily ac- 
knowledging the great Ulſerulneſs of School 
Learning, ſo many d-firous of well educating 
their Sons, but through the confounded Mif⸗ 
management of Matters moſt loſe their 
Labour. 

I take our Fee-Schobls in moſt Parts of Eng- 
land, to be of little Benefit to us: The Foun- 
ders irtle underitood what belong'd to ſuch a 
School; they were lenſible of the great Igno- 
rance of the common People, and 1 doubt, 
many of them were not very knowing them- 
ſelves ; they intended a good Work, but have 
laid ſuch Obligations upon the Matters as are 


very inconſiſtent; had they erected ſuch as 


our Charity. -Schoois, lately ſet up, with ſo good 
Succeſs and Zeal, in meny Parts of this Iſland, 
our Nation wou'd have been long agoe migh- / 
5 improv'd in their Mother Tongue, Writing and 
Irithmeticł, and above all in Singing of Pfalme, 
2 Duty incumbent on all, and never better 
jearn't than when Children, and has long been 
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the Practice of all Proteſtant Countries, ſave our 
own; whence it comes to paſs, that all Fo- 


reigners out-do ns therein; they cdifie, but 


our Congregat ions, for the moſt Part, are rather 
a Scandal, and meer Mockery of Religion. 
The Teachers of our Free- Schools affect 
being thought Grand Schollards, above teach- 
ing Engliſh, which alone would be Buſineſs 
enough, and do more Service than many of 
them do by teaching Latin; twou'd be to 
much better Purpoſe, as | hinted in my Lon- 
don Spelling-Book. .. They glory much in ſend- 
ing Lads to the Univerſity, whereof one in a 
Thouſand , perhaps comes to ſomething, but 
many a good Ploughman and Porter ſpoil'd, 
who might have done more good in their Ge- 
neration, in the Station of their Fore-Fathers, 
and indecd liv'd with more Comfort and Re- 
putation, than many poor Clergy Men do: 
Our Univerſities would be abundantly fupply'd 
by our Greater Schools, and Gentlemens Sons, 
who can afford to ſtay to take the Degree of. 
Maſter of Arts at the leaſt, and if deſign'd for 
the Miniſtry, qualify themſelves for ſome Dig- 
nity or conſiderable Preferment in the Church. 
One ſuch School as is here propos d, would: 
be enough in every County, and tho”. the In- 
habitants thereof be not ſo Rich or Numezous, 
yet I am verily perſwaded, that there might- 
be Buſineſs enough, for Six Maſters, and tis 
hard they ſhould not be allowed due Hire, 
A County School would be beſt fixed in the 
Center thereof, conſiſting of Six Publick Rooms, 


capable of recciy ing forty or fifty Boys each, and. 
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the Maſters to live, or lodge, as ſuited their Oc- 
caſions beſt, near to them. Jeſuits who live in 
common, and by teaching all that will come 
free, have recommmended themſelves chiefly 
to the World thereby, and gain'd gocd Funds 
for the Support of every ſuch School, and the 
Teachers thereof, with Houſes or Colledges to 
live in; this would moſt effectually anſwer 


my End here in FEvglard, but if the Maſters 


have Families, or be they ſingle' Men, the 
Price uſually given with Boarders and for 
Schooling, will yield a very comfortable sub- 
fiftance to each. If this ſeem impracticable 
at firſt, why may not Six of the Principal 
School maſters, if ſo many be to be found ca- 
pable of Teaching a whole Courſe, I mean from 
the Accidence to the Univerſity, be agreed a- 
monꝝ themſelves to teach every one a diſtinct 
Claſs? but then it will be objected, that Peo- 
ple would by this Means be forc'd to board 
our their Children, and ſo much the better for 
thoſe that can bear the Charge, for Children are 
never ſo well bred at Home, near their Mo- 


thers, and how mean loever the Parents be, if 


deſirous of making theic Sons Scholars, when 
of promiſing Parts, may take other Mens Sons 
in their ſtead, who belong to the Towns where 
their Sons Schools are, but are obliged to board 
according to the School : This has been practi- 
ſed by divers 7 cadeſmen here, in France, and 
Holland, for many Years with good Succeſs , 
we ſend our Sons to learn either of their 


Languages, and take theirs, or any they'll 


ſend in their ſtead, in Order to learn ours.

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This Union of Schools in or about Londen ,; 


might eafily be procured, and I wonder of the 
many great Men in Church and State, that have 

d, none of them ever ſet on Foot ſuch 
a Proje&; I've often propoſed this, when a 
Schoolmaſter at Kenſington, where there were 
Four or Five Tolerable good Schools, beſides 
mine, we had near Fifty Scholars each, but 
now to the great Detriment of the Place, 
there's not above One or Two at the moſt, of 
any Note; could I have prevail'd with the reſt, 
we had eſtabliſh'd a Noble School, brought a- 
bundance of Boarders into the Pariſh, which 


would have been a certain Way of enriching 


the Place; my Propoſal was this: to have 
made of all our Boys Five or Six Claſftes, 
every Maſter one , whereas before I believe 
each of us had the ſame Number of different 
Claſſes, if not more, which is the utter Ruin 
of our Schools: let them have boarded where 
they liſted, for my Part, I had rather had 
none, than to have enſlav'd my Family, made 
my Kitchen a Cooks-Shop, and put my ſelf to an 
unneceſſary Charge in Houſe-Rent, and Ser- 
vants Wages, thinking the teaching Part, if 
duly perform'd, Care and Trouble enough 
for one Man; Each of us I propoſed, ſhou'd 
have his Form, and be paid for fo many as» 
be taught, and all to be Sharers for the fu- 
ture in the Profit ariſing from New Scholars, be 
they of what Leſſon, or under what Maſter they 
would: every School to have its Elenchus of 
Books to be read that Year, and he that ends

| | this Year i. e. has gone on with his Scholars 
|| as far as is required, either for the Univerſity, 
| or any other Station this Year, to begin next 
Year. with the Accidence, and ſo yearly every 
1 one in his Turn, after having gone thorough

and the ſame Maſter to begin and end, if 
pofſible, Death or Preferment not intervening z 
for it is very difficult for one Man to build 


| 1 upon another Man's Foundation, except in 
1 Poetry and Rhetorick, which have each one, 
1 and the ſame Teacher in meny Places abroad, 
1 for many Years together, and not without Rea- 
lion, this is thought by ſome more proper, than 
| : for him that taught Grammar to teach theſe, as 


1 is the Cuſtom of ſome ; how ridiculous muſt it be 
C then for one and the {ame Man, as a great 
many pretend to do in Enolard; to teach all 
3 theſe at a Time? I would have had us firmly 
5 engaged to each other, and as it were incorpo— 
| rate, to aſſiſt, conſult, adviſe and direct one a- 
| nother ; how happy we ſhould have been, and 
with what Chearfulnets, Eaſe, and Pleaſure we 
| ſhould have gone on, and no lets Profit is eaſie 
| to; conceive. | | 
I was oppos'd by one who had been a Sclivol= 
maſter, and by his great Care and Ingenuity, 
had reduc'd a cenſiderable Free- School to 
Twelve Boys, whereupon, tho? never of any 
* Univerſity, yet to enable him to live, he got 
into Holy Orders, and has fince made a bets 
ter Hand of his Function than his School, 
tho 
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tho? I think, moſt that know him, will ſay he's 
no better a Preacher than he was a Pædagogue, 
albeit he has almoſt ever fince held five or ſix 
Places of great Value, at a Time, is now a great 
Doctor and aſpiring uſque ad infulas. 

My Method he cou'd not but approve of, 
only - ſaid , We ſhou'd be oppord by the great 
Schools for vying with them: It was probable 
we ſhowd raiſe an Eaton School, or ſomething 


like it, And why not, if we were as capable of 


Teaching? Three of the five Maſters were. 
Foreigners, Mgenjous Men, and had gain'd a 
mighty AcquaintWMce, yet could not deny, but 
that I had propoſed a very proper Courſe of en- 
creaſing our Numbers, and an exact Method, 
without which, little can be done in any Un- 
dertaking ; nay, they own'd I had done as great 
Feats, even in the Foreign Languages as they, 
which they were ſo much admired for, ard a 
good Reaſon I fhall by and by give for that; 
yet altho? they are very invidious by Nature 

and very ſpiteful to one another, they agreed 
together in this, as is the Cuſtom of moſt Fo- 
reigners in other Profeſſions, to pull down my 
School, and have nothing to do with me, for 
Fear I ſhould live in my own Native Country 
as. well as they: Such is the Advantage our 
Nation reaps by letting Strangers ſettle — 
us. Altho' my Diſappointment was great, an 

my Family reduced to Want and Miſery, yet 
my Deſire of the Common Good, cauſeth me 
now to publiſh to the World this my Notion of 
School Teaching, hoping thereby, to excite the 


| RF lngenious to make Trial thereof, and direct 
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the Charitable and Well-diſpoſed, if they are 
minded to ere& Free-Schools, how to beſtow 
their Money, ſo that it may anſwer their End, 
and I know of no better Way than this for the 
Rich to do good, except it be to relieve the poor 
Clergy, and this might anſwer both, benefit 
the Nation, and provide for ſuch of the Clergy 
as would undertake a School, and it is a Pity 
any others ſhould be ſuffer d to do it. 

If this Method were obſerved throughout 


England, that Honourable and uſeful Employ 


wou'd gain Reputation, Youth whuld be well 
inſtructed, Chriſtian Love ang; Charity cultiva- 
ted, and Men of ſuch an happy, Godly Tem- 
per and Diſpoſition, cou'd not avoid training 
up Youth, and engaging them to obſerve the 
ſame Love. and Affection one towards another 
by their Example and Precepts; thoſe Bicke- 
rings, Backbitings, Cavyings, Strifes, and con- 
tinual Endeavours to undermine each other 


. would be laid aſide, Vices ſo common, ſcanda- 


lous, unbecoming Chriſtians, moſt of all thoſe, 
who ſhould lay a Foundation for an early Piety, 
but inſtead thereof poyſon their Youth with 
thoſe deviliſn Tempers, and inure them to the 
like Behaviour towards one another; whence I 
muy juſtly ſay, many derive thoſe bad Qualities, 
which have grown up with them, and when be- 
come Men, are ofa far worſe Conſequence than 
in Youth, for then Feuds are commonly about 
Teifles, and end with, at the moſt, a few ſparring 
Biows, but when b<come Men, a Power and 
Ability to oftend, commonly adds to the Crime, 


and does greater Miſchief. 
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Every Maſter thus united wou'd have a ſuf- 
ficient Subſiſtance, his Numbers of Scholars 


would be great, and his Life eaſie, he might teach 
* forty or fifty with the ſame, or leſs Trouble than 


four or fe; thus we ſhou'd out-do, even thoſe, 
from whom we borrow our Method, there wouid 
be no Need of Feſuits Colleges, could we be as true 
to one another as they are, nor yet Encourage- 
ment for greater Schools, where one goes away 
with the whole Gain, it may be to the Value of 4 
or 500 J. per Annum, allowing an Under-Maſter 
or two yearly 20 or 30/. theſs take all the Pains, 
and they reap the Profit. Uſhers like Curates are 
but other Titles for Foot-Men, commonly cal- 
led their Men, for whom they ſupply, and not 
eſteem'd better than a Groom , Footman, or 
other menial Servant, albeit they do that Duty 
which the others have undertaken, but are not 
able to diſcharge, and not that which is beneath 
them, as Gentlemen keep Servants; Seminaries, 
or in Exgliſh, Boarding-Schools, or rather Houſes, 
for the Accommodation of ſuch as live at ſome 
Diſtance from any City, or great Town, would 


be very uſeful, and not improper for any, that 
can bear the Charge, tho' never ſo near theſe 
Schools, where Vouth might be kept under good 
Diſcipline and Order, and if theſe Houſes were 
kept by Strangers, one Dutch, another French, 
a third Italian, Spaniſh, or Portugueſe, Youth 


might learn at By-Hours, and at Play, and 


be accuſtomed to ſpeak any of theſe Langua- 


ges according as he ſhould have Occaſion. I 


call them Boarding-Houſes kept by Strangers, 
for the Reaſons aforeſdid, but Boarding-Schools 
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4 as now in Faſhion ( ſuch always excepted, as 
4 are taught by Engliſh Maſters, who meddle not 
| with Foreign Languages) I abhor, far let 
| Strangers ſay what they will, 'tis eaſy to be 
| made appear, that they are not capable of 
Teaching Engliſh Youth Latin, or indeed can 
1 many of them teach their own Languages, 
which aregmuch eaſier, for Want of ſufficient 
Knowledge of ours. I know many, and thoſe 
| the moſt Famous, teach a Child firſt their own, 
1 and then the Latin Tongue, but do no great 
| | - Feats in either, and after all the Scholar muſt 
* be ſent to Paris, I warrant you, to learn Frg- 
liſh, for as yet he is ignorant thereof; if ſo, 
1 tis eaſie to judge, what a Proficient the Scho- 
11 lar muſt needs be in Latin, for except he be

N 4 ther , he'll never rightly underſtand either, 
3 and yet moſt of our Nobility and Gentry, ſuf-

1 According to this Method, Vouth would be 
i | well and ſpeedily inſtru&ed, qualified for Gen- 


tlemen, Travellers, Merchants, &c. who make 
a ſorry Hand of it, when they have not firſt 
learnt in their Youth the Languages of thoſe 
Countries, which either Buſineſs or Pleaſure 
draws them to; Scholars would be duly pre- 
pared for, and able to ſet about higher Stu- 
dies, when at the Univerſity, and Men of 
Learning provided for, ao poor School-Maſters, 
nor old and worn out, as there now are many 
in the Land; for after heving taught ſo long 
2 | as 
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as able, they cannot, one would think, fail of 
being rich, if due Encouragement were giv'n, 
and not 1 s. or 15 6d. per Quarter, as is the 
Cuſtom of ſome Countries nay, 25. 6 d. is Pay 
for a Gentleman's Son; but if it ſo happen 


thro' ill Uſage, or other Misfortunes, they 


happen to be poor, they oughr to be provided 
for, as Men ſuperannuated, who have done fv 
great Service to their Country, are wont to be. 
This may ſeem odd, and in Truth would he 
needleſs; for a very fit Courſe is taken abroad, 
their Maſters are not obliged to follow all their 
Life-Time ſo flaviſh an Imploy, as they com- 
monly eſteem it, altho' as has been ſhown, it 
be far eaſier with them than with us, young 
Students after they have ſpent three or, four 
Years in higher Studies, while their School- 
Learning 1s freſh in their Memory are choſen 
Maſters, and obliged to teach a ſix Years Courle 
of Humanity, and no longer; and with sub- 
miſſion to Higher Powers, I think, it would 
be much mbre agreeable, did cither a certain 
Profit ariſing from School-Teaching, attended 
with a Zeal for the common Good, engage, 
or Superiors oblige many of our Un'verlity- 
Men, before they are admitted to any Pre- 
ferment to do the like, it would be of great 
Advantage to our Chu and Nation, we ſhou'd 
have Able and Fit Men to teach School, and 


they rendred the fitter thro' Age and Expe- 


rience for the Miniſtry, and in many Caies 
whilſt School-Maſters, they might be employ'd 
in the Service of the Church on the Lord's- Day 
at leaſt z whereas by reaſon of the Confuſion

we now labour under, School-Teaching is the 
Jaft Station a Man of Parts will betake him- 
ſelf to, when no other way of Living preſents, 
and then all he can do, will be of little Re- 
putation, and leſs Profit to himſelf, ſave only 
that by his great Pains and Diligence, be'll 
procure himſelf an early Grave; he intends 
well it may be, but has not Time to ground 
young Beginners, nor to help forwards thoſe, 
if any there be, that have made any conſi- 
derable Progreſs, but is forc'd to go on in 
that old plodding, but tedious and unprofita- 
ble Way, which is to ſet his Scholars a Line 
or two to get by Heart, beginning with the 
Accidence, he makes them at that dull Rate, 
go all over the whole Grammar to the End 
of che Syntax, before they can either decline 
or conjugate, forgetting one Part, while they 
are learning another, puts Poets into their 
Hands ottentimes, before they can make true 
Concord, ſo much Strangers to Latin, that 
they often need to be taught to read, what 
they are ſet to learn by Heart. 

If then Learned Men can make no better 
Hand of it, what muſt they do, who never 
could pretend to underſtand a C ſſick Author, 
it may be Broken Tradeſmen, Attornies, and 
LawyerClerks,fit for nothing elſe, they ſet up for 
School-Maſters, and by the Aſſiſtance of a good 
Affurance, a Knack of Hawking about, as they 
call it, and the Credulity of ignorant Men 
and Women, oftentimes make a better Figure 
than thoſe more capable, Thanks to poor Scho- 
lars, who are glad to be their Uſhers. To in-

Jral Things are firſt to be learn't, by which 
a Child may be enabled to read ſome. of the 
Zeabeſt Authors, and then he may be put upon 
learning the Latin Grammar, and by Degrees 
the Criticiſms, that belong either to Declenſion 
ef Nouns ,, Conjugation of Verbs, or Congruftion, 
which before he was not capable of; for no- 
Ithing confounds a Boy like learning Latin 
Rules before he underſtands them. This is 
Ito learn a dead Language by it ſelf, ignorum 
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per ianotius, as is the common Cuſtom of moſt 
Schools, which is the Ruine of many a hopeful 


Youth, begets a Loathing and Abhorrence of 


the School, even in the beſt Wits; for let any 
one be ſet to ger by Heart, be it but a few 
Lines in a Language he can ſcarce read, much 
Jeſs underſtand, and I am confident, he'll think 


it not only a difficult, but fooliſh and unprofi- 
table Undertakiug : *T1s iadecd the only Thing 
many of our Grammaticaſters are capable of, viz. 


To hear Boys ſay their Grammar, or other Books 
by Heart, but are not able to ſhew- them the 
Uſe thereof; ſo that there is often a great deal 
of Time ill-ſpent, many a witty Boy baffled, and 
the Memory confounded by a Burthen of unpro- 
fitable, and unuſeful stuft, being not under- 
ſtood; whence it is appareut, that it is not the 
Fault of Lilly's Grammar, but the Teacher there- 
of, which hath rendred the ſame ſuſpected of 
ſome Deficiency, and therefore in a very licen- 
tious Manner it is ſet aſide, and others, almoſt 
as mauy as there be 5chools, taught inltead 
thereof, contrary to an Act of Parliament, which

This is the State of School- Teaching with us 
of this Land, theſe and many more Abuſes, 
which might be diſcover'd, I've been long ag- 
griev'd at, and have often determin'd to lay 
them open to the World, in Hopes .of ſome 


better Order being eſtabliſn'd among us: This

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I've often propoſed to divers Eminent Men 
both in Church and State, but to no Purpoſe, 
few Men having Courage enough to go about 
to alter National Cuſtoms, altho' they often- 
times might, nay, ought rather be laid aſide 
than continued, and obſerved, when ſo preju- 
dicial, and others propoſed ſo much more ad- 
vantageous to the Common-wealth , as thoſe 
I've briefly hinted at; the firſt is too ſad a

thereof. When a School-Maſter, I was at the 
ſame Paſs with others, obliged to take Youth 
of all Ages under my Care, ſome that could

+ divide by Rule the hardeſt Word that is 
Fg in moſt Languages into Syllables, and if ſo, in 


Reading, be able to pronounce the ſame readily, 
and without Doubt, or Difficulty, which many 
boggle at, and therefore few ever can read cur- 


rently, eſpecially Youth, and when put to learn 
Latin, or any other Language, go but ſlowly on, 
muſt firſt he taught to ſpell, and read th' Acci- 
dence, before they be able to learn it by Heart. 
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This ſmall Treatiſe, if rightly uſed, will, I 
hope, anſwer the End, be no great Charge to 
the Buyer, ſerve inſtead of a Vocabulary, or No- 
menclatura, an Effectual and Eaſie Way of 
Teaching, even thoſe of tender Years, which 
will learn more by this, if exercis'd therein, 
in one Week, than they commonly do in ſome 
Months. My Method of Teaching my Scholar 
to decline Nouns, was to cauſe him to look on 
a Table, which I had drawn up for that Pur- 
pole, *till he was ſo perfect, as that he 
cou'd perform his Work as well without 
Book as within, and that in a very ſhort 
Time. I uſed the like Method with Adje&ives 
and Verbs, accuſtoming him to read them, and 
decline others by them, *till there was no fur- 
ther Occaſion for a Book; if others would do 
the like, I'm confident, they would find this 
a more ſpeedy Way by far than is uſual , 


obliging a Boy to learn them without Book, 


which requires a tedious Time, more Months 
than this does Days. By the ſhort Rules for 
to know the Genders of Nouns, a Boy will be 
able to find out the Gender of a Noun him- 
ſelf, and therefore, when upon that profita- 
ble Excrciſe of Declining Subſtantives and Ad- 
jeftives, together with the Engliſh to every 
Caſe, he will be able to give the Adjettive 
its due Termination. In Conjugating Verbs, 
the Learner muſt always give th' Ergliſb, 
and ſo ſoon as perfect in -Conjugating Verbs 
which are Regular, then let him learn th' 
Zrregular; I mean, ſuch as differ in the Preter- 


perfect 
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terſect Tenſes, and the Tenſes form'd from them, 
and the Supines: as for thoſe Verbs, which I 
call Jrregular in the Engliſh, great Care muſt 
be taken, that he give the right Engliſh, and 
a diligent Maſter will eaſily furniſh him with 
more Verbs of that Kind. 

By this Method, together with the Com- 
mon Accidence, I've prepared Boys to begin to 
tranſlate great Part of Garretſon's, Walker's, Bury- 
School, and other Examples into Latin,and to con- 
{true the Latin Teſtament, eAiſop's Fables, Eutropins, 
Cornelius Nepos, Corderius and Helvicus Colloquies 
with the Help of the Engliſh Verſion, ſo that 
the Time ſome ſpend in Conſtruing an Au- 
thor to their Boys, often to no purpole, I 
employ'd in Teaching others, and if they can 
conſtrue Latin , it matters not much which 
Way they attain to it; by this Time the 
Scholar will be able to learn well, and ſpee- 
dily the Latin Grammar without the Fooliſh 
Toy, a Conſlruirg Book. 


And now, Courteous Reader, it may be 
expected I ſhould apologize, for pretending 
to ſhew others how to be quick and expedi-
